Clemenceau has written a re-

_ring almost bitterly to America’s 
late entry into the war, her 
separate peace with Germany 
and the numbers France lost on 
France will not be driven past 
the breaking point to pay her 
debt to the United States. 
- Having broken a virtual silence 
of years again to come to the aia 
of his people, Clemenceau appar- 
ently has roared to America and 
the world what is in the hearts of 
the great majority of Frenchmen. 
The Paris press is unanimous in 
lauding his bold communication to 
Coolidge and insisting that it repre- 
sents the viewpoint of his average 
countryman. 
Apparently his letter did not have 
the inspiration of the French gov- 
ernment, which, however, 


going to do. 
No Immediate Effect. 
Although the Clemenceau letter un- 
doubtedly will carry a tremendous ap- 
peal to the people of France and may 


consolidate sentimeat there, it is not 
expected to have any immediate effect 
onthe official attitude of this coun- 
try. President Coolidge, at Plymouth, 
has decided not to study the letter 
immediately, as it has not officially 
been called to his attention. 
Representative Crisp, of Georgia,

SOUTHERN RUSSIA 
RENT BY REVOLT, 
BUCHAREST HEARS 


Blanket of Silence Which 
Hangs Over Moscow 
Causes Great Doubt of 
Present Conditions. 


Bucharest, August 8.—Reports 
from the frontier of a serious. revolt 
in southern Russia are taking npre 
definite shape. Although they in- 
dicate almost beyond doubt that dis- 
orders are taking place on the other 
side of the border, these reports are

are very likely to be exaggerated. 

The Odessa garrison is said to have 
mutinied ‘The reports say that: 

General Iesavici’s troops at Odessa, 
ordered to the Ural mountain distict, 
refused to entrain. 

The soviet Commissar Dracenco. 
sent to enforce the order, was instant- 
ly killed when he entered Iesevici’s 
staff office, 

Soldiers beheaded the commissar’s 
corpse and the head was carried on

Faithful troops ousted from Odes 
sa are now entrenched near the rail- 
road station, grappling with mutinous 
regiments Nos. 20, 25 and 35 of the 
Odessa garrison.

THE NEGRO’S HOPE. 


Under the caption, “‘The Farm the 
Negro’s Best Chance,” Professor 
Kelly Miller, dean of the College of 
Arts and Sciences of Howard uni- 
versity, and a leader of his race, 


emphasizes the economic necessity, | 


in the present urban craze, for ne- 
groes to remain on the farms. In 
a statement featured by the Man- 
ufacturers Record Professor Miller 
says: 

“No one in his senses would adyo- 
cate that all negroes should remain 
on the farm. The city offers wonder- 
ful opportunities for a few negroes 
of leadership and learning. Many will 
find betterment of condition in the 
ordinary eccupations. In the final 
analysis, each negro, like each white 
person, must determine the question 
for himself. But, if we take calmly 
a dispassionate. view of the probable 
outcome of urban and rural negro life, 
we will be convinced that the country 
offers for the mass of the race the 
better opportunity. Many negroes will 
and should resort to the cities. to 
gain whatever advantages they may 
offer for progress and advancement. 
No sensible counsellor would urge all 
negroes to remain in the country, any 
more than he would have them all 
come to the city. ‘There should, as 
in the case of the white race, be a 
sensible proportion and just balance 
between the two components. But it 
is too apparent for argument that the 
present conditions clearly indicate 
that a much larger proportion of ne- 
groes than of white will find their 
best chance in the country.” 


This is precisely the position 
taken by the late Booker T. Wash- 
ington. He devoted the last 20 
years of his life to preaching it 
and teaching it, and to the devel- 
opment of a great institution that 
fitted negro boys and girls for prof- 
itable and happy farm life. 
believing that he had won. But the 
industrial cataclysm caused by the 
world war turned the tide the other 
way. The labor vacuum in the 
manufacturing centers of the north 
and east sought its solution by re- 
cruiting negro labor from the south. 
The exodus to the north began in 
1920. Since that time the entire 
country has been city mad. The 
rural population—white and black 
—has been flocking to the crowded 
centers for six years, and in con- 
Sequence, for the first time in his- 
tory, the census department has 
found in 1926 a startling decrease 
in cultivated acreage throughout the 
country. We know what the aban- 
doned farm situation has been and 
is in the south. It is gratifying 
therefore that sound and thoughtful 
negro leaders like Professor Miller 
are determined if possible to arrest 
this movement, and turn the negro 
tide back to rural life. 

It is the only solution of the 
negre’s economic and social prob- 
lems. Good citizenship is based 
upon home ownership. In Harlem, 
the largest negro settlement in the 
world, there are less than 1 per 


cent of the half million negroes 
who own property of any kind. 


They rent their living apartments, 
their places of business, their fur- 
niture. They accumulate nothing. 
The pay envelope may be bigger 
than they had been accustomed to 
get on the farms in the south, but 
by Monday they are back into the 
clutches. of the wage I5san ‘sharks. 
They exist—with broken health, 
and with no hope for the morrow.

A professor at Marseilles has dis- 


covered why it was that Rasputin, the

Profit In 


Clemency. 


The government of the union of 
Sonth Africa made a profit from the 
visit of the Prince of Wales to this 
country. This bas now been revealed 
after many months. in the course of 
a speech by Mr. Tielman Roos, min- 
ister of justice. As an act of clem- 
ency on the occasion of the Prince's 
visit, the minister released a number 
of prisoners and. Mr. Roos added, 
amid laughter: “The saving in the 
maintenance of these jailbirds ‘ not 
only covered the cost of entertaining 
the visitor, but saved an additional 
10,000 pounds sterling.” 


Shah In 
Trouble. 


The new Shah of Persia “has gone 
behind the curtain,” as the Persians 
say, which means he has retired from 
all public functions and appearances. 
Recent developments have cost him 
some of his popularity, through no 
fault of his own, impartial observers 
declare. Reza Shah Pahlavi has been 
occupied with a military uprising in 
Azerbaijan and now there is trouble 
in Khorasan. Besides these military 
difficulties, the bread in the capital 


city of Teheran has been very bad for 
several weeks and the populace is com- 
polistes bitterly. Clandestine num- 

rs of Shah Namehs have been dis- 
tributed. These ee caer publica- 
tions are generally libelous and always 
contain an attack on some one in au- 
thority. Recent numbers attacked the 
Shah, charging him with negleeting 
his people. These publications have 
bad a certain effect upon public con- 
fidence. They irritated the Shah se 
much that he has gone into seclusion 
and refuses to see any one. To make 
matters worse, the Shah's right to ee 
throne ‘was recently qu by hu 
anonymous publication, purporting to 
have been inspired by the minister of 
war. The minister was placed under 
arrest, but he was released two days 
later. Publie opinion in this case 
turned against the Shah, since the 
minister had done excellent work. His 
prompt release allayed feeling to some 
extent. None the less the Shah re- 
mains behind the curtain.

Cracked wheat—Protein 11.1 per 
cent; fat, 1.7 per cent; carbohydrate, 
75.5 per cent; mineral, 16 per cent; 
calories, 1.685. 

Wheat contains more cellulose or 
fiber than oats and is therefore slight- 
ly more laxative, though most refined 
or milled wheat products are freed of 
the fiber and are therefore less lax- 
ative than. oatmeal or rolled oats or 
other oat preparations used as “‘break- 
fast food.” 

Oats are an excellent breakfast food 
for horses and honest working people, 
but not so good for those of us who 
get by with out doing any honest 
work. The sedentary or brain worker 
uses little energy and he needs no 
oats. Oats for breakfast are all 
right for the children, if the children 
are real children and play hard every

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‘Waste Material Concerns 
Vital in Commercial Lite 


This is probably one of the best 
times of the year, says J. H. Rodbell. 
president of the Capital City Hide and 
Junk company, to gather up waste 
material. While much of this waste 
material has served the original pur- 
pose for which it was bought and is 
of little or no further value to those 
owning it, yet a tidy sum may be real- 
ized from it if it is gathered up and 
brought inte this firm's receiving 
yards at 333 Peters street. 

“We occupy an uniqve position in 
the business world,” says Mr. Rodbell, 
“that probably is not fully understood, 
A large junk house is riothing more |* 
or less than a clearing house for ev- 
ery kind of waste material. We buy 
small lots from many, hold them a 
day, a week, a month, or maybe a 
year, avd then send large lots on to 
those who are prepared to work this 
waste material over again. 

“In this helping to reclaim waste 
materia’ we render a far grea‘*r 
service than the average. citizen 
thinks. for were it not for the large 
junk dealers the price of every known 
commodity, but foodstuff, would soon 
soar and many things would be hard 
to get, 


at all times to pay for whatever quan- 
tity is brought to us, from a pound to 
one or more carloads, then this waste 
or “scrap iron” as it is called would, 
in a few years, rust away and be of 
no further use to anyone, 

Aid to Farmers. 

“The large tanners haye no time to 
buy one cow or ealf-hide, or they may 
be located a great distance from the 
man tha: has a dozen or more of 
green or fresh hides to sell. If the 
junk dealer did not buy them they 
would soon be worthless. 

“As the large junk dealers of the 
country do an enormous volume of 
business in these small lots during the 
year, to refrain from buying hides for 
a 12-month period would mean that 
the price of shoes of the average citi- 
zen, and everything made out of 
leather he used, as well as the meat 
he eats, would jump sky high. The 
same would apply to everything made 
out of tallow if there were no junk 
dealers, and if the large soap makers 
did not get their carload shipments 


of soaps and many other things made 
out of tallow would cost much more 
than they do, 

“The large junk dealer, however, 
can only do his part in the conserva- 
tion of waste material, and we ask 
every man or woman that has any 
kind of waste material in whatever 
quantity to send it to us and we will 
pay the highest market price that 
particular commodity is bringing the 
day it is received. 

“We suggest to the city folks that 
a general cleaning up of all the va- 
rious kinds of ald broken or waste 
materials not wanted sending them 
to us would eonvert them into cash 
and we will do our part to see that 
they may again be reclaimed or put 
hack in some kind of service. To our 
friends in the small towns or country 
we say would it not be well to bring 
us in some kind of a load of waste 
material and make this same old waste 
material pay the expenses of the 
trip?”

‘Chilean Assails

Santiago, Chile, August 8.—(#)— 
In a confidential memorandum deliv-
